First  Annual  Field  Day  of  the 
Southern  Inter-Collet?  iate 
Association  at  Nash- 
,  ville. 

While  our  baseball  team  was 
taking  two  games  from  Tuscaloosa 
our  track  athletes  were  winning  for 
us- laurels  in  Nashviile. 
The  American  says  of  the  game: 
"The  assemblage  was  perhaps  the 
most  striking  ever  seen  on  the  Van- 
derbilt  campus  and  presented  a  pic- 
ture that  will  long  dwell  in  the  memo- 
ry of  those  present.  The  audience 
sat  or  stood  in  a  vast  semi-  circle 
around  the  north  and  west  sides  of 
the  field  and  the  bright  spring  cos- 
tumes of  the  ladies  nearly  all  of 
whom  wore  the  colors  of  their  favorite 
in  profession  together  with  their 
bright,  animated  faces  made  a  scene 
that  was  perfection.  Society  was 
there  in  all  its  force,  glory  and  splen- 
dor and  the  presence  ot  the  belles 
of  a  city  noted  for  it,s  beautiful  and 
facinating  women  spurred  the  athletes 
on  to  their  very  best  even  though  the 
heavens  should  tall!!

The  new  Columbian  grounds  were 
dedicated  last  Saturday. 

A  great  event  took  place  at  Borneli 
on  Tuesday  last.  k  It  was  a  baseball 
game  between  members  of  the  faculty 
and  the  senior  class. 

Seven  colleges  have  conferred  the 
degree  of  L.  L.  D.  on  Gen.  F.  A. 
Walker,  president  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology. 

The  third  annual  championship 
games  between  the  athletic  teams  ot 
Cornell  and  Univ.  of  Pa.  were  held  at 
Ithaca,  N.  Y.  May  9th.  Pennsylva- 
nia made  74  points  and  Cornell  53. 

The  debate  between  Cofumbia- and 
the  University  of  Chicago  has  been 
given  up. 

Brown  College,  of  Providence,  has 
won  eight  straight  victories.  She  has 
the  champion  college  team  of  the 
country.   She   has   defeated  Yale, 

Pennsylvania,  Wesleyan,  Dartmouth 
and  Harzard. 


The  record  for  .fastest  base  running 
is  held  by  Harry  Berthrong,  of  the 
old  National  Club  of  Washington, 
ind  was  made  in  1856:  He  ran 
from  home  plate  to  home— 360  feet — 
in  14  1-4  seconds,  and  won  a  wine 

Several  students  of  the  University 
ot  Chicago  have  been  suspended  for 
"cutting  gym."  it  appears,  unfortu- 
nately, that  many  of  them  are  stud- 
ents who  spend  all  available  time. in 
working  to  support  themselves. 

The  trustees  of  Cornell  University 
have  decided  to  establish  a  college  of 
architecture,  offering  the  degree  of 
bachelor  of  architecture  at  the  end  of 
a  four-year  course,  a  degree  hitherto 
not  conferred  in  America. 

Fight  thousand  women  in  this  coun- 
try have  graduated  from  reputable 
colleges  and  universities,  co-educa- 
tional or  otherwise. 

The  average  expense  of  students  at 
Yale  last  year  was  #1,132. 

The  highest  salary  of  any  college 
professor  is  $20,000,  paid  to  Prof. 
Sumer,  of  Edinburg  University. 

The  lowest  price  for  a  room  at  Har- 
yard  for  one  year  is  $25,  general  aver- 
age $1 16,  and  most  expensive  $350. 

An  attempt  is  being  made  by  mem- 
bers of  the  athletic  clubs  in  England 
to  get  up  a  series  ot  truly  internation- 
al games  in  which  all  the  clubs  of, the 
United  Kingdom  are  to  be  asked  to 
form  a  team  of  champions  to  compete 
against  a  team  from  all  America, 
which  the  N.  Y.  A.  C.  will  be-  asked 
to  organize. 

The  University-  of  ^Pennsylvania 
and  Cornell  have  agreed  to  meet  in 
football  of  Thanksgiving  Day  ot  '96 
and  '97  at  Philadelphia. 

A  petition  is  being  circulated 
among  the  students  for  the  purpose 
abolishing  carriage  expenses  dur- 
fng  commencement.  It  is  a  great 
idea  and  is  receiving  hearty  endorse- 
ments on  all  sides.— Red  &  Black. 

Cale  Y.  Rice,  a  '93  graduate  of 
Cumberland  University,  and  who  has 
since  been  attending  Harvard,  has 
accepted  the  chair  of  English  litera- 
ture in  Cumberland  University  and 
will  enter  upon  his  duties  in  Sep'tem- 
ber.  He  succeeds  his  brother,  L.  L. 
Rice,  who  will  at  the  close  of  the 
present  year  become  one  of  the  edi- 
tors of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian.
